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FOREWORD. 


HE difficulty experienced by most people when building houses 

for themselves is to keep their expenditure within reasonable 

limits. This difficulty is intensified by the desire that the new 
dwelling shall be well planned and constructed, and shall also possess 
distinctive qualities which respond to the wish for a certain amount 
of individual expression. 


There will be found in the following pages a representative selection 
of small houses, cottages and bungalows, all of which, designed by 
qualified architects, have been erected in various parts of the United 
Kingdom. It is hoped that they will afford some assistance to those 
about to build by the suggestions they offer for combining good 
architecture with economy of outlay. 


In selecting the illustrations the aim has been to limit the examples of 
houses to those costing approximately £2,000, and to cottages and 
bungalows which can be erected for sums not exceeding £1,500. Some 
few instances occur, however, in which the costs of the examples given 
exceed these figures, and the reason for their inclusion is that the extra 
sums actually incurred were due to expenditure on special features and 
finishings desired by the owners. 


In order that the range of examples given may be of the fullest use, a 
note of the cost and a brief description of the materials employed in 
construction accompany each illustration.
